way of Arkansas and Reed of Mis- 
souri, all Democrats, have blocked 
consideration of the measure. The 
bill is now on the Senate calendar 
and the association is demanding a 
vote. 

The bill itself provides: “That 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States shal] have power to pre- 
scribe, by general rules, for the dis- 
trict courts of the United States 
and for the courts of the District 
of Columbia, the forms of process. 
writs, pleadings and motions, and 
the practice and procedure in ac- 
tions at law. Said rules” shall 
neither abridge, enlarge nor modi 
fy the gubstantive rights of any 
litigant. They shall take effect six 
months after their promulgaton, 
and thereafter all laws in conflict 
therewith shall be of no further 
force or effect.” 

Basis of Opposition. 

The three opponents of the bill 
who are among the best lawyers 
in the Senate, say that enactment 
of the bill would produce chaos in 
the courts and would be only to 
the advantage of skilled corpora 
tion attorneys, experts in the new 
technique 

Senator Reed asserts that the 
bill was put on the Senate calendar 
through trickery and discourtesy 
when the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee reported favorably on the Dill 
while he and Walsh were not 
present. 

“There are many objections to 
the bill,” Reed clared today. 
“but the principal ones are that 
it would give the United States 
Supreme Court and the American 
Bar Associatiohs the right to legis- 
late and would compel lawyers 
vho have tearned the rules of prac- 
tice in state courts to learn an en- 
tirely new technique. 

“We all know that the American 
Bar Association {is dominated by 
corporation lawyers, men who are 
skilled in the ways of the Federal 
courts. This bill would authorize 
the United States Supreme (ourt 
to abolish the precedents that have 
been in force for more than 140 
years. Even if the court and the 
Bar Association could agree on a 
codified proceedure, their 
would be open to interpretation 
und each Judge would modify the 
rules to suit himself, 

Local Lawyers Handicapped. 

“At present, a small town law- 
yer who has learned orocedure in 
the state courts, can with little 
preparations, steps directly into a 
Federal] Court’and plead his case, 
knowing that he is on the same 
footing as the opposing counsel. 
T mode of proceeding in a fed- 
Court now conforms as near 
as possible with the courts of the 
state in which the: Federal Court 
ti situated. 

“If we accept this Bar Associa- 
tion proposal; we abolish this pro- 
cedure and set up a new code of 
rules. Attorneys for the big cor- 
porations, the raliroads, insurance 
companies and public utilities 
would immediately become versed 
in the new rules and would have 
the locai lawyers at a distince dis- 
advantage. 

“Louisiana holds on to the old 
code Napoleon _ Illinois retains the 
old forms of common law plead- 
ings which Missouri § discarded 
years ago. What would happen in 
these states if this bill were en- 
acted? It would mean that the 
lawyers in those states would have 
to learn an entirely new system of 
practice.”

SMITH IN CAPITAL T0 
DEMAND SENATE SEAT 


Present His Credentials 
Tomorrow. 


Gv the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 18.—After 


his arrival here today from Chi- 
cago, Frank I. Smith, Senator- 
designate from Illinois, decided to 
defer until tomorrow the presenta- 
tion to the Senate of creden- 
tials as successor to the late Sen- 
utor William &. McKinley. 

Smith found that Senate leaders 


desired to press the Lausanne 
treaty to a vote toduy and out of 
deference to their wishes, he de- 
cided not to appear ip the Senate 
at noon today as had been his 
origina! intention. 

In making this announcement, C. 
J Doyle, counse] for the Senator 
designate, said Smith was not in 
any belligerent mood, and desired 
to accommodate his own plana to 
those of the Senate 

The Senator-designate, whose 
right to a seat is contested largely 
on the ground that he accepted 
$125,000 from Samuel! Insull, pub 
lic utilities operator. for his sena: 
torial primary campaign, conferred 
during the morning with Senator 
Deneen (Rep.) of Illinois. 


Although opposing Smith in the 
primary, Deneen is expected to lead 
the fight to have him sworn tin as 
a Senator before the Elections 
Committee gives him a public hear 
ing. Democrats and some Repub. 
licang are opposed to permitting 
Gov. Small’s appointee'to take the 
oath of office before such a hear- 
ing. 

The former Chairman of the II)- 
inois Commerce Commission, who 
was elected to the Senate last No 
vember for the term beginning 
next March 4, and subsequently 
was appointed by Gov Small to 
succeed the late Senator Willlam 
B. McKinley. was accompanied by 
his secretary, William Colver; for. 
mer Representative Allen Moore. 
his campaign manager, and 
Moore's secretary, William Barnes 

Smith was met at the station by 
his attorney, who accompanied him 
to the New Willard Hotel where 
he established his headquarter» 
preparatory to the Senate fight 
over the question of giving him a 
seat. 

To provide an extra hour for 
discussion of the Illinols man’s 
eligibility, the Senate agreed to 
meet at 11 o’clock tomorrow in- 
stead of the usua) hour of noon.
